WASHINGTON (AP) ■ The U.S. 
trade deficit narrowed dramatical- 
• - ly during the first-three months of • - 
the year as an all-timo high in 
American export sales ofTsot a re- 
lentless climb in imports, the . 
Commerce Deportment reported 
Wednesday. 

'The trade deficit from January 
through March totaled $35.9 bil- 
lion, 0,12.7 percent drop from a 
deficit of $41 .2 billion in the fourth 
quarter of 1987. 

It was only-thc-sccond quarterly- -- 
improvement in the deficit in the 
past two years and it roprosonted 
the biggest doclinc since the 
— defieit-fel l -by- l -8 :9 -pereent-nn-th 
fourth quarter of 1982. 

Analysts said the sharp narrow- 
ing showed that the United Slates 
has finally turned the corner on- 
trade and should see in 1988 the 
first yearly decline in the trade 
deficit since 1980.

and those figures support that 
prodictioa," sold Cynthia Liitla, an 
economist with Data Rosoureos 
Ine., an economic consulting firm.

The no,w figures conflnncd an 
improvement that hod already 
shown up in the department's 
monthly merchandise trade re- 
ports. The earlier figures showed a 
16.4 percent drop in the deficit (o 
$36 billion in the first quarter, 
compared with $43.1 billion in the 
fourth quarter of 1987. 

Wednesday's figures are smaljor 
because they subtract factors such 
as shipping costs and military 
sales from the monthly numbers. 

The balanco-of-paymcnts deficit is 
also adjusted for seasonal varia- 
tions.

WASHINGTON - 'Hie Reagan administration an- 
grily broke off negotiations with Gen. Manuel A. 
Noriega Wednesday, admitting failure in its attempt 
to talk the Panamanian strongman into relinquish- 
ing power but vowing to continue diplomatic, eco- 
nomic and, perhaps, new types of pressure to drive 
him out of the nation. * 

SccreUiry of State George P. ShulU announced 
that Noriega balked at a deal - which had been ac- 
cepted by his representatives • that would have re- 
quired him U) step down next August in exchange 
for dismissal of American drug-trafficking charges 
' atnunsl him. It olso would have allowed his hand- 
picked president to remain in power. 

"No further negotiations are contcmpluteo," 
Shultz said. "All propo.sals addressed during these 
negotiations have been withdrawn. No offers remain 
on the table." 

Shultz, who delayed his departure for the Moscow 
summit meeting by about eight hours to direct the 
last (’asp of the ncgolialionti with Noriega, said the 
United Stiitcs would continue its economic sanctions 


against I’annmu and would take other steps • which 
he refused to spell out • "to get'Noriega out of power 
and out of Panama." 

Shultz refused to say whether miliUiry steps were 
contemplated, but another senior olTicial said a U.S.- 
bucked coup within the Panamanian miliUtry was a 
possibility. 

Law enforcement ofTicials and hardline members 
of Congre.Hs hailed the collapse of the deal, which 
they had denounced as boiiij; too generous to Norie- 
ga. Punumaniun opposition leaders, who had long 
complained that the plan would allow Noriega to 
hold onto power from behind the scenes, relucUintly 
accepted the administration's position Ibcsday night 
only to sec it collapse less than 2-1 hours later. 

The end of the talks saved Vice President George 
Bush fnim an etnbarnissing dilemma that would 
have forced him to choose between appearing di.sloy- 
ol to the admrnistrntion or appearing soR on drugs. 
Bu.sh has made it dear that he opposed dropping the 
drug-tnifilcking indictments that were brought 
against Noriega_ in Florida, but he "has been reluc- 
tant to attack the adininistrulion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The collapse of the negotia- 
tions aimed ut inducing Gen. Manuel Antonio Norie- 
ga to step down from power in Panama was greeted 
with relief on Capitol Hill fmm Republicans and 
Democrats alike Wednesday. 

"I can't help but welcome this announcement," 
said Senate Minority Leader Boh Dole, R-Kun. "Nor- 
iega must go if we are to achieve our goals in Pana- 
ma. But .sending Noriega off into retirement with a 
legal golden parachute ... would have been the 
wrong step at the wrong time." 

SecreUiry of SUite George P. Shultz announced 
Wednesday that the negotiations between the Unit- 
ed SLite.s and Noriega's representatives hud failed 
and no further udks were planned. "Noriega would 
not carry througli with the arrangements his repre- 
sentatives have negotiated," Shullzvlold an im- 
promptu news conference. ^ 

Dole had .sponsored a resolution overwhelmingly 
adopted last week that put the Senate on record in 
opposition to any deal that would have dropped U.S. 
drug-trafficking charges against the Panamariian 


leader. 

"Not only were we going the extra mile to win 
Noriega's depurture,". suid'Dolc, "we may have been 
going loo many extra miles. Perhaps the signal the 
Senate was trying to send around this town, and 
around the world, was heeded." 

Sen. John Warner, R-Va., agreed. "I think we 
should make no deals Unit involve dropping drug 
charges. That sends thJ wrong message, particularly 
when we are trying to show more resolve against 
drugs." 

Son. Alfonso D'Amuto, R-N.Y., said. "We missed 
many opportunities to got him out. We should not 
have precluded the use offeree. It's a surrender." 

'The administration's negotiations were noUiing 
but bluster and blulT," said D'Amalo, a sharp critic 
of dropping the drug-trafficking charges. "It was 
wishful thinking on the administnilion'.s part. " 

Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., said, "Frankly, I 
don't sec the collapse of the proposed deal as a major 
problem for the United States. 'Hiis admini.Htration 
has handled the Noriega situation so badly that it is 
an cmbarrnssincnt to the United Suites. It wasn't a 
good deal for ub.„. " 


INF opponent admits defeat; treaty approyal expccted soon

WASHINGTON (AP) - 'Hie chief oppo- 
nent of the medium-range arms control 
treaty conceded defeuL Wednesday, clear- 
ing tile way for possible Senate approval of 
the historic accord before President Rca- 
f'lm meets Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev in Moscow this weekend. 

Tm fairly confident we will be able to 
finish the treaty Friday or Saturday." Sen- 
ate. Majority Leader Robert C. Byrd. D- 
W.Va., said. - 

'i’lint would mean the treaty could be ap- 
proved in time to fly Uie ratification notice 
to Moscow so the president could present it 


to Gorbachev during the May 25)-.June 2 
summit, Byrd noted. 

Reagan left Washington on Wednesday 
for the summit, with a three-day stopover., 
in Helsinki, Finland, en route. 

Ratification of the Intennediate-range 
Nuclear Forces pact requires 67 votes and 
is assured because S)() or more senators 
support the treaty, according to supporters 
and critics of the pact. 

Sen. Jesse Hdms. R-N.C.. the treaty's 
chief critic, conceded he had failed in his 
attempt to-modify the accord, which Rea- 
gan and Gorbachev signed Dec. S in Wash- 
ington. 

"I'm licked in terms of doing anything on 


the treaty." Helms told reporters. 

‘ Later, Helms admitted. "I've had no illu- 
sions from the very beginning about the 
-prospects of defeating this treaty." 

The Irealy requires elimination within 
three years of all U.S. and Soviet nuclear 
mi.ssiles with a range of 300 miles to 3,400' 
miles. It would result in tiic elimination of 
867 U.S. missiles in Europe and elimina- 
tion of 1 ,762 Soviet missiles. 

Helms, Byrd and other Senate leaders 
met behind. closed doors to worx out an. 
agreement that would end the procedural 
snarl which has blocked definitive action 
on the pact since it reached the floor lust 
week. 


Helms and otlier critics, using Senate 
rules designed to protect the rights of the 
minority, have stalled action, filing a scries 
of amendments that wera rejected over- 
whelmingly. 

In response, Byrd and Senate Minority 
i.eader Bab Dole. R-Kan., filed a cloture 
motion to halt debate. That motion is set 
for a vote llmrsday. Approval of the mo- 
tion requires 60 votes and is assured, 
meaning the debate would be limited to 30 
hours. 'liiat. would set up a final vole Fri- 
day. 

The back-sUige talks were aimed at set- 
ting aside the cloture vote, which also 
would mean the Senate could avoid the all- 


night session which would he required if 
cloture were invoked. 

Helms said Uiul after the cloture motion . 
was filed, he realized "tlm ball game was ' 
over." But he said he still was seeking up- • 
proval of some amendment.s which could 
be attached as conditions to the resolution- 
of ratification. •= 

But there was no ajp-eemenl by h'te_ 
Wednesday afternoon, meaning the cloture 
vote was likely to go ahead Thursday. 

Meantime, the chamber voted 89-9 to re- 
ject u Helms amendment which would 
have abrogated the treaty if the United 
States found that the Soviets hud fur- 
nished false information.

Senate OK*s outlaw 
of plastic handguns 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate voted Wednesday to outlaw 
. the manufacture, sale or possession of handguns made from plastic 
irdffie7"un3etcctable” part^thot could evade metal detectors. 

While aimed primarily at terrorists and airplane hijackers, the leg- 
islation was amended to include a requirement that all toy guns have 
orange plugs in their barrels to clearly identify them as toys. 

*This bill is designed to prevent a nightmare from becoming reali- 
ty,” said Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, who co-sponsored the 

legislation with Sen. StromThurmond. R-S.C. 

“Its aim is to keep terrorists from getting powerful, undetectable 
firearms which could be smuggled past security devices at airports, 
courtrooms and even the White House,” Metzenbaum said.

The plastic gun ban, passed on a voice vote, is similar to legislation 
approved by the House, 413-4, eorlief this month.

"From talk in the halls, I would 
guess that the number affected is at 
feast 100," but not all have reported to 
the agency’s health office, Hirzy said. 

The agency has stopped putting in 
new carpets, but Charles Grizzle, as- 
^sistant administrator for administra- 


tion, said phenylcyclohexene had not 
been fixed definitely as the cause of 
the problem and "I don’t see any rea- 
son to rip up the carpets until we are 
sure." 

So far, tests have shown "nothing 
above background levels of any toxic 
chemicals," Grizzle said, but the re- 
sults of tests for phenylcyclohexene . 
are not yet known.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - Israeli- 
allied militias stonned their tanlu 
through guerrilla lines Wccfnesday 
and attacked south Lebanon strong- 
holds of the pro-Iranian Hezbollah af- 
ter Israeli air strikes on the villages. 

Hezbollah said 25 of its fighters 
were killed and 17 wounded in the 
clashes, which came as the Shiite mi- 
litia concentrated its efforts in the

Syria reportedly wariied Hezbollah 
against harming any of the foreign 
hostages believed held in the slums, 
the site of a bloody 20-day battle be- 
tween Hezbollah and the rival pro- 
Syrian Amal militia.

non, but there was no word on 
whether he had been kidnapped.

Several hours later, the official Is- 
lamic Republic News Agency an- 
nounced: “Following heavy clashes ... 
the Moslem forces of Iron had to re- 
treat from parts of the area they had 
captured before. The Moslem forces 
are- responding to heavy artillery 
fire.” 

It said Iranian planes “heavily 
bornbed” Iraqi troop 'concentrations, 
'Inflicting “substantial losses in men 
and equipment."

five Iranian divisions were wiped out 
and survivors retreated across the 
frontier.

Those defeats, combined with eco- 
nomic problems and political uncer- 
tainty within Iran, appear to have put 
Ayatollah Ruholloh Khomeini's re- 
gime on the defensive after a long pe- 
riod of initiative in the ground war.

Pour Haus officials this week signed a voluntary revoca- 
tion stripping their bey ond wine license, offices said. 
The revocation, effective June 1, precludes owners Beverly 
McKean and her husband, Clark, from bolding an Idaho 
alcoholic beverage license for the next three years. 

But McKean, corporation president, said 'Tuesday that 
she plans to sell the bar to her son, Msutin Allen, who will 
apply for an alcohol license under his own name. She said 
it should take between four and seven days for Allen to 
-run the-Bdministrative gauntiet,-during .which- time-the 
Pour Haus will close. ' 

Allen is a manager at the South Park area bar. '• 

Keith Mathews, administrator of the alcohol and bevw- 


age control divisidn, said this marks the tirst tune in at 
least 20 years that the state has taken such action against 
a Twin Falls bar. 

The bar’s owners violated state codes regulating license 
holders during e private party April 26. Mathews said «

While the fingers arc vital in. mak- 
ing a baseball curve, other parts of 
the body contribute, too. 

“Momentum is moved from the 
legs through the hips info the upper 
torso," said Tom House, explaining 
the pushbff needed to throw the 
pitch. “The arm then begins to rotate 
internally towards home plate until 
it snaps straight at the release 
^rilT 

In other words, you push off with 
your legs and hips while your arm, 
with the palm facing your ear, snaps 
downward and the ball spins off the 
fingers. The result: a curvcball. And, 
one hopes, a strike. 

Now that you know how to throw a 
curvcball, you may be asking the 
next logical question: How do you hit 
one? 

Answer With great difficulty. 

“It isn’t easy to hit a good cur- 
vcballi”' 8 aid'Trahk‘”’Tdrky" Vieira^ 
longtime baseball coach at the Uni- 
versity of New Haven in Connecticut. 
“On the college level, a guy with a 
good curve will give a batter more 
trouble than a guy with a good fast- 
ball because the batter will bail out 
on the curve and miss it.” 

Two requisites for hitting the cur- 
veball, said Vieira, arc to identify the 
spin of the ball and to hit it to the op- 
-■■positoficld. — 

“The moin thing to remember is to 
read the spin and go with the pitch," 
Vieira said/ 

How is a person supposed to read 
the spin of a baseball being hurled in 
his-direction at a speed that may ex- 
ceed 80 mph? 

“Look hard,” replied Vieira.

Washington mulls sheep auction 


MOSES LAKE, Wash, (AP» - It 
will be some time before the Washing- 
ton Wildlife Commission acts on a 
...-proposal., to, allow,,,, stato-sanctioned_ 
auctions of hunting permits for big-' 
horn sheep, but discussion on the vol- 
atile issue might os well start now, 
stato wildlife officials soy. 

The topic came up for preliminary 
discussion at a meeting of the Wildlife 
Commission.

Moose death prompts outcry 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Time after time, the big jack- 
rabbit avoids attacks by the five Harris hawks that dive 
and feint with the precision of a militory unit. But fi- 
nally, the rabbit is exhausted and a powerful talon 
slashes quickly. The hunt ends and winged predators 
ftediDgcthcr: ^ 

In a report to be published Frjday in Science maga- 
zine, biologist James C. Bednarz said he repeatedly wit- 
’ nessW such coordinated hunting by Harris hawks. It 
is, he said, the first documented proof that hawks arc 
able to organize and cooperate with almost human skill 
in such a complex scries of maneuvers. 

"People have suggested it in the post, but this is the 
first documentation of it," said Bednarz, who is director 
of higher education research at the Hawk Mountain 
Sanctuar y in Kemp ton, Pa., an d an a s soci ate professor. 
oTthe University of New Mexico. 

“We expected' to see two hawks hunting together. I 
was amazed to sec units of four, five and six hawks. ... 
We got to see it repeatedly,” Bednarz said in a tele- 
phone interview. 

Cooperative hunting, *in which predators work to- 
gether to kill prey-larger-than thoy could bring down in- 
dividually, is well known among lions, wolves, hyenas, 

' wild dogs, killer whales —and humans. But B^narz 
said his study shows that hawks also arc able to hunt 
together for their mutual benefit. 

In more than 400 hours of observations at the Los 
Medanos Raptor Area near Carlsbad, N.M., Bednarz 
said he watched groups of five to six hawks use two ba- 
sic coordinated attacks to bring down rabbits. 

- Bednarz-said“the“most’common tactic, which'he 

_ called the surprise pounce, required the hawks to at- 
tack a rabbit from several diflerent directions at once, 

, forcing it to stay away from cover. 

‘Thoy-will work the rabbit in such a way that it be- 
comes mentally and physically exhausted," Bednarz 
said. “They keep it moving and keep it making deci- 
sions until it makes the wrong decision.'^ 

Bednarz said if the rabbit leaves its back unprotcetr 


ed, a hawk swoops in and delivers a lethal blow to the 
back ofthe neck. That’s the only way, said Bednarz, 
that a Harris hawk, which weighs about 2 pounds, -can 
kill a jackrabbit, which can weigh asmuch as 7 pounds. 

Another tactic Bodnorz observed is whot he calls the 
-“flosh-and-ambushT^^ ; 

A team of howks, c said, will chase a rabbit until it fi- 
nally takes cover. Two or three hawks will perch 
nearby and a pairof the birds will land near the rabbit 

■ and try to flush it from the cover. When the bunny fi- 
nally flees, the perched hawks drop swiftly for the kill. 

Even dinner time is coordinated for the Harris 
hawks, Bednarz said. 

When the hawks are feeding, two of the group will re- 
main at a nearby high place, on the lookout for eagles ■ 
_OE_03preys.OLOther-species-who-might-try-to-stcal-the-. 
kill. When an intruder is spotted, the sentinel will 
sound an alarm and the Harris hawks rise and attack 
together, usually chosing away the invodcr. 

Bednarz said most of the hawk groups that hunt to- 
gether are extended families that may include a motod 
pair, ycacUogfijind older offsprihg. The group usually is 
-no-larger than six. 

The female is the larger of tho Harris hawks and usu- 
ally dominates the group, Bednarz said. But. on the 
hunt, the female is less likely to attack the prey and 
more likely to play “0 distractor role." 

“She distracts the prey and keeps it in play for the 
other hawks, forcing it back into the area of vulnerabili- 
ty," the researcher said. 

He said birds seem to communicate wUh l»dy moye- 

■ mentT As the huntbepns, he birds will perch hundreds, 
of yards opart. When one of the hawks sights a possible 
meal, its movement quickly attracts the other birds and 
the hunt is on, Bednarz said. 

Harris hawks live in the deserts of Texas, Arizona 
and New Mexico. They feed on rodents and lizards dur- 
ing part of the year, but apparently hunt together to 
bring, dowii jackrabbits and desert cottontail rabbits in 
the winter months.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Hail apparently knocked out both en- 
gines of a new Boeing 737; forcing the jet to glide to a landing on a 
' narrow strip of grass 20 miles short of New Orleans’ airport, a fed-

Passengers broke into applause for the pilot who safely brought 
down tbeTACA International Airlines jet IXiesday without ii^'ury to.

“Apparently the pilot ran into a hail storm and that knocked the 
engines out," said J.O. Johnson, an. investigator .with the National 
Transportation Safety Board office in Fort Worth, Texas.
